Logtown, one of the communi- 
ties in the buffer area of the pro- 
posed Saturn missile testing site, 
was the scene, Wednesday after- 
noon, of one of the most impor- 
tant meetings ever held in Han- 
cock County. 

Senator Stennis and representa. 
tives from the national aeronautics 
and space administration and the 
U. S. Army Corps of Engineers, 
at Mobile, were present to give all 
interested parties first hand in- 
formation on how the federal gov- 
ernment would handle negotiations 
for the acquisition and leases of 
their land to he used in the space 
project. 

The two and a half hour meet- 
ing began at about 1:15 p.m. with 
prayer by Rev. Cude Rousseau 
after which Hardin Shattuck, man- 
ager of the Coast Electric Power 
Association, acting as master of 
ceremonies, introduced Leo W. 
Seal Sr., president of the Han- 
cock Bank, and a native of Log- 
town, who after a few opening 
remarks, introduced Senator John 
C. Stennis, as the main speaker of 
the meeting. 

Sen. John Stennis urged prop- 
erty owners in the huge land 
tract the federal government wants 
for a Saturn missile testing site 
“not to fall into the hands of land 
speculators.” 

Establishment of the Saturn 
Static test site, Stennis said, is 
one of the most gigantic under- 
takings for peace and military 
this nation has ever known. 

“This is no moon shot” Stennis 
told the crowd estimated at 700. 
‘This program is designed to 
give the United States control of 
spacc, Whoever controis space 
controls the earth and I would 
tather have the United States do 
that.” 

While the United States at 
present maintains an over-all su- 
periority compared to the Soviets, 
Stennis said, America is wantin, 
in‘ one important phase and that 


‘fis space.

Martinolich Addresses 
Hancock Association 
For Retarded Children 


Dr. A. K. Martinolich addressed 
the members of the Hancock 
County Association for Retarded 
Children at the regular .meeting 
of this newly formed group on 
Thursday evening, October 26, 
1961. 


Dr. Martinolich pointed out to 
the group the difference between 
mental illness, which means sick- 
ness of the mind, and mental re- 
tardation which means impaired 
or incomplete mental development, 


“The child who is retarded is 
not able to learn as much as 
other children,” said Dr. Martino- 
lich. “What he is able to learn, 
he learns much more slowly. He 
cannot reason as well as the avy- 
erage child. He often uses poor 
judgment. It takes him longer to 
figure things out. Many of these 
children will need some kind of 


conjunction with city commis- | professional help and varying a- 


mounts of supervision during their 
lives. 


“Most children who are men- 
tally retarded,” continued Dr. Mar- 
tinolich, “do not have obvious 
physical defects. But there are 
other signs which may mean that 
a child is

Those 
present handed in anonymous 
written questions. 

From Washington came Kurt 
Berlin of the office of NASA’s 
general council, Lt. Col. S. L. 
Berry of NASA’s launch vehicle 
program, and Fred M. Figert of 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers’ 
land acquisition division. Walter 
Mussle of the real estate division 
of the Mobile district, Corps of 
Engineers, was also present. 

The government has asked con- 
demnationn proceedings on the 
tract of land running from Mis- 
sissippi’s Pearl River and Han- 
cock counties to Louisiana’s Wash- 
ington parish. 

Stennis urged those attending 
to rely on the Corps of Engineers 
and appraisers retained by the 
engineers in the land dealings. He 
predicted that there would be few 
law suits resulting from land ac- 
quisition in Mississippi counties.

Many and varied were the ques- 
tions asked and all were answered 
as clearly and simply as possible. . 

It was explained that the gov- 
ernment will, in the buffer areas, 
buy your home, at its full value, 
then tear it-down, and sell it 
back to the owner at the prevail- 
ing salvage price, if he or she 
desires to rebuild elsewhere. The 
land, subject to lease will be 
bought outright, if the owner 
wants to sell. 

This area was chosen over 
many others, from North Carolina 
on the East coast ranging as far 
as Oregon in the Northwest, be- 
cause of its proximity to water, 
rail and highway transportation. 

An answer to another question 
was that if an owner has a house 
valued at $10,000, he will be paid 
that amount plus the appraised 
value of the land upon which it 
stands, and if the house can be 
moved to another location, the 
cost of moving will also be paid. 

School districts will be reim- 
bursed for the price of the build- 
ings and the land. Churches will 
be paid ‘for to the proper parties 
or organizations.

SOYBEAN HARVESTING AND 
STORAGE i 


Weeds are the big problem in 
harvesting soybeans. Combines 
cannot do their best job in heavy 
weedy fields. But if more care is 
used in adjusting and operating 
the combines, mote beans can be 
harvested with less foreign mat- 
ter. : 
In adjusting the combine, con- 
sider each field separately. Here 
are some questions to ask your- 
self when getting ready to com- 
bine a field: 

What is the moisture content 
of the soybeans? How many weeds 
do` ï have to contend with? What 
time of day is it? These all will 
influence the cylinder ‘speed and 
concave clearance. Set screens 
properly and give them enough 
air to clean the foreign material 
out, g ` 

Always refer to the operator’s 
manual for the correct settings. 

If yow plan to store beans on 
the farm and the moisture con- 
tent is above 13 percent, you 
need some air circulating through 
them. If the bean are below 13 
percent moisture, store shallow— 
four feet or less. 

Inspect the beans every week 
while in storage. If the beans 
heat in spots, be in a position to

Present land use trends through- 
out Mississippi and the entire 
Southland are producing ideal 
conditions for tree planting and 
the growing of timber as a crop, 
according to Area Forester Glen 
Purvis. 

Increased mechanization has im- 
proved yields of row crops to the 
extent that acreage allotments 
have been imposed on ‘most agri- 
cultural crops. this fact has led 
to the abandonment of many acres 
of land previously used for farm- 
ing. Much of this land has revert- 
ed to undesirable vegetatation that 
has no commercial value. At pres- 
ent, our state has approximately 
six million acres of land that is 
completely unproductive or pro-

“On land such as this” Purvis 
said, “planting and growing trees 
represents a sound business ven- 
ture.” 

After establishment of the ini- 
tial stand of trees, little time or 
effort is required tø grow the 
timber. Fire protection, insect and 
disease checks, and intermediate 
thinnings are frequently the only 
cultural treatments necessary. 

Direct economic returns can be 
expected from planted pines with 
in 12-15 years. First  thinnings 
from adequately stocked stands 
on average sites will yield from 
3 to 5 cords of wood per acres, 
and at the same time retain the 
best trees to improve in size and 
quality, 

Area Forester Purvis stated that 
timber growing also has a unique 
quality which makes it desirable. 
lf market conditions are not fav- 
orable, timber can be held until 
the condition improves, while at 
the same time puting on addition- 
al growth.
